He is bringing here a lot of cheap men to 
take the places of the shelved men who have been doing his 
«ork. His methods are assinine. The cheap men cannot live 
in San Francisco on the wages he offers. In a few weeks they, 
too, \\ill strike if he keeps to the present wage. If he gives more 
«ages—enough to meet the present conditions—what has he 
gained by discommoding the public 1 My notion of Trolley To- 
male is that he is a wine-buying fake, who has no place in our 


•western life, and who will make a great deal more trouble in 
San Francisco than his abilities deserve.

To be sure, the vessels go out and come in after a fashion. 
Schmitz has sent his policemen to help out the employers. But 
as a matter of cold f act? the men are on top. Up and down the 
coast the cry is wild and fierce that the merchants cannot ship 
their products or receive their goods. Flour mill men,are tear- 
iiig their hair, for though they can ship their flour they cannot 
ship their cheaper products that really make them profits. Port- 
land has sent a representative here to inquire whether there ia 
no way of calling the strike off. But he finds that the employ- 
ers, who have lived so long on vintage wines and truffles that 
they are overswollen by their own self-importance, have no sym- 
pathy for the chap who toils harder than they ever dared to toil; 
and/so there is no chance for a fair division as between profits 
and labor. The outlook is'Hot pleasant 


If a man sold a necktie or a dried fish at a certain price be- 


fore the fire, and after the fire sold it for a doubled price, that 
is business—respectable, carefully-groomed, everywhere-receiv- 
ed business. But if the man who shoveled dirt at a certain price 
before the fire asks more to shovel dirt after the fire—that is 
anarchy. I am afraid that with the increased "business" of the 
city we are also to have a great increase in "anarchy."

There never was anything mpre unusual or more amusing 


in politics than the way Abe Ruef has taken control of the Re- 
publican organization. Here a few months ago he made a tre- 
mendous fight for control. Fairfax Wheelan and Arthur Fisk 
shook hands and entered into the Republican League to do Ruef. 
The Call and the Chronicle and the Bulletin stood in. The Ex- 
aminer kept hands off. 
They did Ruef to a turn. The best he 


could do was to jnuster a gang of hoodlums and make a riot of 
the convention. He lost every point, and then openly left the 
Republican party and again made Schmitz mayor. So far as 
the party was concerned he was entirely out. He had lost his 
fight for control. He put up a ridiculous scheme for having an 
old county committee recognized, and a few fools and hirelings 


stood in with him. But his absurd committee received no recog- 
nition, and he profited nothing by organizing it. 


Under those circumstances you normally would think a man 


was down and out. Anybody else but Ruef would be laughed «t, 
and to be laughed at is political death, after such a fiasco. But 
Ruef has risen superior to all his defeats. He has demonstrated 
that a cheeky man with brains does not need it recognized organ- 
ization or a committee. He can boss a party That he has been 
thrown out of. He may be called traitor end deserter, but if he 
has the brains and the persistence he can gain his ends and es- 
tablish his control. 


Ruef is supreme in Republican politics in San Francisco. 


Out of defeat he has snatched victory. He has no county conK> 
mittee, but he calls himself the Chairman 01 ilie Campaign 
Committee. 
Under that self-given designation he organizes 


clubs in every Assembly district---eighteen of them. He laughs 
at the county committee, and that committee does "othing. It 
doesn't even dare to laugh back. It has become a cipher. Ruef 
has reached out and taken over the party organization and no- 
body dares to say him nay. He will win nearly all the districts. 
He may have a solid delegation of 159 delegates behind him at 
the Republican State Convention. And yet 1here is no place 
along the line where he legally has any standing as a Republi- 
can. Never was there such a political anomaly. It is the story 
of a bold man doing a bold thing and winning out. Herrin dare 
not oppose him. He makes treaties with him. Ruef laughs at 
all the Herrin henchmen. 


What Ruef will do with his big bunch of voters in the con- 


vention remains to be seen. He does not say what candidate he 
will favor. The notion prevails that he will go where Herrin 
wants him. I'm not so sure that he will not, in some nomina- 
tions at least, put the boot upon the other leg. Herrin doesn't 
want to pick up a fight with him. Ruef very probably could 
nominate Pardee against Herrin if he should shift his strength 
to the Governor. I don't believe he really wants Hayes. I don't 
think he could get him if he did. Hayes could be beaten on his 
pulpit utterances. The people would call him a blasphemer. He 
has no strength beyond tha't given him by Ruef, and possibly the 
Santa Clara delegation. But the fact remains that Ruef very 
probably could nominate Pardee against Herrin, and.thai makes 
him a man to be bargained with and placated—not a man to be 
crushed. He'll probably tool in for Gillett when the time comes, 
but there is no telling how long that sort of a political genius 
will be content to remain in leading strings. 


Just at the present Abe Ruef is the most potent and the 


most dangerous figure in Republican politics in California.

White men will do 
the same thing, ha\e done it in this town, in fact, and were not 
molested either. However, the Chinese have no moral or religious 
*cruples against gambling, and as bribery of officials in their own 
'country is so common as to be regarded as hardly a venial offense, 
It is not strange that they should embrace the proffer of immunity 
(for a price. Xor does r appear that they were breaking the law till 
'they supposed the offic.u 
had been duly "fixed " When the officers 


took the money and promised them immunity, they naturally deemed 
(themselves secure and uent ahead. 


It was a nasty oiece of business, too nasty for a self-respecting 


rtnan to engage in 
Nor are its unpleasant features relieved by the 


ffact that the men who took the proffered bribes and gave the prom- 
lise of protection are the witnesses whose testimony alone must sus- 
'tain the charge of bribery 
No jury would convict a white man on

withstanding the popular prejudice against Chinese, if a jury will 
iconvict these defendants of bribery. The officers must make good 
litheir records with their oaths.

TOOO. The Pardee administration was compelled to pay this vast ac- 
icumulation of back debts and aiert the bankruptcy that threatened 
'the State. It has not onl} done this, but it has effected some not- 
kable tax reforms and pnnided for a number of extensive improve- 
ifnents at the State prisons and other public institutions. In other 
(words, the Pardee administration not only made up a large deficit, 
ibut has paid its own way, leaving no debts or other obligations as a 
(legacy to its successor. 


These reasons explain why the Pardee administration has col- 


'lected more monc> from the people than did its predecessor, but the 
fact is a credit and not a clement 


Duty of the Street Department. 


Mayor Mott has signalized his return from a two months' trip 


to the East by notifying the public service corporations which tear up 
the streets for the purpose of laying pipes, car tracks, etc., that they 
must repair the thoroughfares with due diligence and in a proper man- 
ner. In giving this notice the Mayor is doing his duty to the public, 
and asking nothing of the corporations that can be construed as in- 
vidious or unreasonable. It is necessary, of course, that the streets 
should be torn up to lay wire conduits, gas and water mains, and 
rails for street railroads, but they should not be left torn up longer 
than is absolutely required and should H repaired not only with j 
promptitude, but in a thorough manner. Too often the convenience 
of the public is entirely ignored in such matters, and the repairs not 
only made in a leisurely matiner exceedingly exasperating, but in a 
slipshod fashion which can only be described properly as a lick and 
d promise. The public is not only annoyed and inconvenienced be- 
yond all reason, but when the job is supposed to be finished the 
streets are left in a damaged condition that entails an additional ex- 
pense to the taxpayers. This practice, along with the dilatory [ 
method of making repairs, is what Mayor Mott declares must be j 
abated. His declaration is both timely and welcome, and \te trust j 
that he will impress its full significance on the officials of the street j 
department who have hitherto manifested little diligence and less [ 
courage in requiring torn-up streets to be promptly and properly re- 
paired. Corporations are very like individuals with respect to con- 
sulting their own convenience rather than their obligations to the 
public if permitted to do so by supine officials. It is the duty of the 
street department to see that the streets are repaired without un- 
necessary delay and in a thorough manner, and the indifference to 
law and public right so often manifested by public service corpora- 
tions is frequently the direct result of official negligence. It is, there- 
fore, a matter for public approval that the Mayor, in giving his no- 
tice to those tearing up the streets, has also announced that the street 
department must do its duty. The change will be decidedly 
refreshing. 


The Fight Against Littlefield. 


Congressman Littlefield of Maine, who represents Nelson Ding- 


ley's old district, has an interesting fight on his hands that politicians , 
all over the country are watching out of the corners of their eyes. 
Mr. Littlefield, who is a remarkably independent and plain spoken 
man, gained the enmity of the labor unions at the last session of Con- j 
gress by opposing a series of bills presented in behalf of organized ' 
labor. His opposition was not only vigorous and above board, but' 
Mr. Littlefield was disrespectful in his remarks concerning Samuel 
Gompers, president of the National Federation of Labor, who went 
to Washington to lobby in behalf of the bills. In consequence the 
kbor leaders are making a determined effort to prevent Mr. Little- 
field's re-election. The district is being littered with circulars urging 
the electors to vote against Mr. Littlefield, as "the enemy of labor," 
and Mr. Gompers will himself make a number of speeches in behalf 
of Mr. Littlefield's Democratic opponent. While the district is not| 
a promising one for a labor union propaganda, it is conceded that 
Mr. Littlefield has a fight on his hands and will have his majority 
cut down. Two years ago he received a trifle less than 5000 major- 
ity. Should there be a heavy falling off in his vote, even though he 
be re-elected, it will have a portentous significance to Congressmen 
who represent close districts or industrial centers. That is why the 
politicians are keeping their eyes peeled and their ears to the ground. 
Mr. Littlefield is pleasantly remembered in California, for he deliv- 
ered a number of speeches in this State during the campaign four 
years ago. Speaker Cannon will stump the district in his behalf. 


Secretary Root's Mission. 


Secretary Root's speech at Rio Janeiro was a graceful and 


rounded effort which did not fail to arouse appreciation in his Latin 
American hearers, but the enthusiasm with which it was received 
owed not a little to its negative quality—what it did not contain 
rather than what it did embodj. Mr Root did not touch upon the 
proopsition that our South American neighbors should assent to a 
rule that we would consider an insult if proposed to us, yet it is un- 
jrJerstood that he goes to the Pan-American conference as the protag- 
onist of such a rule - Some j ears ago the Federal courts declared 
void, because obtained by fraud and perjury, patents to over 60,000 
meres of valuable timber lands in California. Those lands had been 
•old to a Scotch syndicate, which undoubtedly purchased the prop- 
erty in good JRith, believing the government's patent to be a perfect 
title, as most any American would. Suppose the 'British government 
should demand the right to review the action of our courts and have 
the question of title submitted to an international court of arbitra- 
tion. Would not the answer be, "War to last ditch first!" Yet Mr. 
Root's mission is to persuade the South American republicans that 
they should subordinate the processes of their own courts and the 
operation of their own laws, where the, alleged property rights of 
foreigners are concerned, to the approval of an international tribunal 
in which they would only be represei^ed by counsel. Mr. Root is 
not likely to meet with success. If a Brazilian were to come to this 
country with a similar proposition he would be received with insult, 
and we are not sure that would not be the proper reception to ac- 
eord him. 


Cure for Wild-Eyed Motorists. 


The motor car is a useful vehicle, and is destined to enter into 


the daily economy of life more than it does at present. But it 
will become more useful and more popular all the quicker if a few 
salutary lessons be administered to reckless or inexperienced chauf- 
feurs who insist upon running their cars on 'crowded thoroughfares 
at a high rate of speed. The mania for showing off and fast run- 
ning is responsible for nine-tenths of the accidents encountered by 
motorists and for one hundred per cent, of the unpopularity of the 
motor car. It is this mania that is badly in need of discouraging, 
and the discouragement should be applied with no gentle hand. The 
desire so many motorists feel to make somebody "eat my dust," or 
"get off the earth," needs some such stern antidote as a penal term. 
The public and the motor car will get on in perfect accord if a few 
stiff jail sentences are meeted out to the class of individuals who 
think the ownership of an automobile or the tempoary hire of ond 
gives them the right to make everybody else clear the track. In this 
connection, moreover, it should be stated that the hired chauffeur 
or the individual who hires a machine is, as a rule, far more reckless 
and inconsiderate than the automobile owner. The men (and their 
female accomplices) who stop at all the road houses and who only 
hit the high places between are the worst. Put a few of them to 
breaking rock at Folsom and the enthusiasm of the rest will speed- 
ily cool.

Concrete and the Brick Trust. 


It is needless to point out that the cinch of the "brick trust" 


would be left undisturbed if the use of reinforced concrete should be 
prohibited by the building ordinance. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that there is strenuous opposition to permitting the use of concrete 
as a lawful building material. The objections to it (although they 
are not openly stated) is that concrete is cheaper than brick or stone, 
and that cement, which constitutes its base, is not controlled by a 
combine. These are invincibk arguments in its favor, and they will 
be conclusive in the mind of every citizen animated by a sense of 
justice and a proper public spirit. 


The uses to which reinforced concrete can be applied are multi- 


plying with wonderful rapidity. The great smelter stack at Tacoma 
is an example in one way, while another has recently been given in 
Spain, where two siphon tubes—the largest in the world—have been 
constructed of reinforced concrete to convey water for irrigation 
purposes across a river valley without breaking fall. 
These tubes 


are 12 1-2 feet in diameter and 3390 feet in length. 
They have 


each a capacity of 9000 gallons per second, enough to irrigate 260,000 
acres of land.

MATTER OF EVOLUTION.- 


Insurance customs, like all other hu- 


man institutions, have been a growth— 
have evolved. In the 'beginning- insur-. 
ance was a mutual affair. A merchant 
having the greater part or all of his 
fortune In one venture, his eggs all la 
one basket, wlsh-lng to secure himself 
from loss, offered to take long odds 
that he wou£d meet with disaster. His 
colleagues accepted the proposition, 
and it was repeated until the value of 
the investment and possibly his pro- 
fits for the time, were covered. Others 
followed his example until the result 
was a mutual Insurance society. Then 
odds were laid- not only with Its own 
members,'i>ut with outsiders. The dan- 
•gers being magnified, large dividends 
were made, for -the initial price paid 
was high and the profits to the com- 
panies- correspondingly great. From 
that mutual arrangement have devel- 
oped'the specialized insurance corpor- 
ations that have so firmly established 
themselves by law-created privileges 
that they have become an incubus In- 
stead o£ a blessing malevolent Instead 
of benevolent. 


As a result of the disaster in San 


Francisco the nature of the security 
given by the insurance companies will, 
it Is hoped, be better understood and 
a greater number of people will ex- 
ercise more caution 
when 
placing 


their-bets on the-possible destruction 
of their property.

a Great City 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 4.-In the hands of Abe Euef 


Mr. William F. Herrin has placed the destinies of the local Re- 
publican party for the coming campaign. While it is generally 
understood by those on the inside that Ruef had a definite un- 
derstanding with Mr. Herrin during the last election, a number 


of the heads of the so-called "Organization" declared that under 
no circumstances would Ruef ever be given full swing. But 
now he has been given full swing, and it is to him, and to him 
alone, that Mr. Herrin will look for results. 


Governor Pardee had a chance to make a combination with 


Ruef, but for some reason he refrained from doing so. A few 
days ago, however, overtures were made to the wily Abe by the 
governor's lieutenants, but he absolutely refused to come into 
camp. He said he had got along without Pardee 's aid up to 
date, and was quite confident that he would be able to paddle 
Ms own canoe in future. 


Personally I think the Governor made a great mistake in 


not tying up to Ruef a year ago. If he had made a combina- 
tion of that sort and judiciously distributed the patronage 
within his giving, there would be no question as to his renom- 
ination. Now, aside from Schmitz, Ruef 's choice for Governor 
is "Black" Hayes. But I doubt if a combination can be affected 
that will result in the nomination of the San Jose millionaire. 


The recent deal between Ruef and Herrin completely 


changes the gubernatorial situation. 
If Mr. Herrin really 


wants Gillett, Abraham will be able to gr\ e him the full San 
Francisco delegation. 


Meanwhile the old heads of the "Organization" are get- 


ting sorer and sorer. They feel that the work they have done in 
the past is being overlooked, and that Ruef, who always fought 
them, is now going to get all the pie and gravy, and the bun and 
the biscuit, and everything that looks good to <lip hungry job 
chaser.

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Two weeks ago I wrote a few lines about the sonont, aspect 


the labor situation in this skeleton town was rapidly assuming. 
Since then the electrical workers connected with the United 
Railroads, the laborers employed by that trust and the oilers 
and helpers in the trolley power houses have gone on strike and 
have already succeeded in tieing up the entire system for hours 
at a time without the slightest display or suggestion of violence. 


In fact the only hostile attitude thus far assumed has been 


on the part of the employers, acting on the advice of his high- 
ness Trolley Tomale, nephew of Pat Calhoun. Under the ord- 
ers of this young and somewhat hot Tomale the guards on the 
work cars of the Trolley Trust have been armed. They whirl 
about the town with large revolvers strapped to their waists 
in full view of the gaping populace. 


The car barns and power houses have been converted into 


forts that would do credit to a Russian town. Other things have 
also been done to intimidate the .strikers. But the men are tem- 
perate, and if they korp up their present policy they will surely 
win. Just because the United Railroads was permitted to buy 
and steal all the streets in the remains of the town and string 
them with death dealing electric wires. Trolley Tomale must 
not think that he can also buy up and destroy thf principles of ' 
organized labor. But evidently he does. 


In addition to the street car troubles I understand the bak- 


ers are planning a strike. If they go out Supervisor Lonergan 
will in all probability go back to driving a pie wagon as a strike- 
breaker. This would cause no surprise among those who know 
him best, for since his election to office he has not only gone 
back on all the principles of unionism he formerly pretended to 
aetvocate, but has been a living disgrace to the Union Labor 
party. It is such men as Lonergan and the other members of 
our Board of Supervisors that bring everlasting humil'stion 
to the workman in politics and compel the honest toiler to hang 
his head in shame.

ing on a strike. In fact, I am told they hai c about made up 
their minds to walk oiu) early in the week. If they do the sit- 
uation will be more than serious—it will be alarming. Incident- 


ally I am told the stevedores are talking higher wages. If they 
thould strike the water front will indeed be in a turmoil. 


Undoubtedly you have been reaiiny of the exploits of the 


notoiious "Bogie" O'Donnell and of his effort to shoot up the 
town of Tiburon. Possibly you have beei terrorized by the 
narrations of his blood-curdling language and intimidated by 
the thrilling accounts of the manner in which he flourished his 
2)istols and hurled his bowie knives. 


But as a matter of fact the "Bogie Man" is not a desperado 


at heart. In fact, he never becomes desperate unless he has a 
good audience to play to and plenty of grog in sight. He is 
really a "Candy Bad Man" and has been easily stopped while 
on the rampage by half a dozen bartenders. But he has man- 
aged tc keep a certain element in the community in a state of 
terror every time his name is mentioned. 


Especially was he terrible to all the surloin steaks in the 


San Francisco refrigerators in the days before the calamity. 
Every time his name was mentioned within the hearing of a 
steak the meat trembled for fear. For never was there a man 
in this town who could do more things to a good juicy steak 
than Bogie. Eggs also knew him to be a dangerous man, especi- 
ally if they had just been poached. Good butter shivered when 
e-\er he hove in sight, and the free lunch counters used to try 
to withdraw within themselves as he swung through the bar- 
room doors. 


Doughnuts realized that he could put them out of business 


v\ ith or without coffee, and ham sandwiches and pork and beans 
had a wholesome respect for him. Not a pie was ever baked 
that did not quake in the presence of the desperate O'Donnell, 
and potatoes, especially the "French Fry" varietv, knew it was 
all off when he sat down to table. Yes, he was a real terror, 
and the prize bad man'of the town to the wine, whisky and beer 
in the tenderloin saloons. 


He could fight a free meal better than any one recorded in 


history and get away with more free drinks than Judge Tread- 


Y\ ell. Now if they had arrested Bogie for drinking up or eat- 
ing up Tiburon I would have bowed my head in approval, but 
to jail him for seriously trying to shoot up the town—well, it 
is to make all.who know him laugh out loud. 


While some of the friends of Dr. Devine are greatly in-

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Have you ever stopped to think what is the matter with 


Oakland? Have you ever taken time to seriously ask yourself 
why your beautiful city has not materially progressed as rap- 
idly as ours on this side of the bay? Have you ever pondered 
long'enough to ask yourself the question, Why is Oakland not 
the metropolis of California, or at least why has it not outgrown 
Los Angeles and stamped itself as a definite, individual city 
insteaa of being joked about as a suburb of San Francisco ? Prob- 
ably you havn'£. ,If you had, and all your fellow Oaklanders had, 
there would be an entirely different story to tell. 


At one of the clubs this very thing was discussed at length

What Oak- 
land needs is first-class restaurants and first-class cafes. While 
there are a few fair eating places in the town they don't for a 
moment class with half a hundred resorts in San Francisco. 
One reason for thaHs the prohibition against selling liquor with 
meals at all hours. It is impossible to conduct a first-class res- 
taurant like Tait's or Teachu Tavern unless a k«-ge amount of 
liquor is sold. There the profit lies. In Oakland u man running 
a first-class cafe is forced to shut off his liquor trade at a com- 
paratively early hour. In consequence he cannot keep up the 
pace necessary to compete with our restaurants. What some- 
one ought to do is get a few broad-minded men in the city coun- 
cil of Oakland and settle'the liquor question definitely once for 
all. If they permit the strictly first-class places (o remain open 
all night and openly sell liquor you will have eating places as 
fine as anything we have on this side of the bay in a few months."

The German Consul of this city 


thinks it strange that anybody 
should expect Emperor William 
to take a hand in the insurance 
game for the purpose of persuad- 
ing the Prussian companies to 
vindicate Teutonic honor abroad. 
Js it possible that the German 
consul doesn't know his own Em- 
peror? Such appears to be the 
case. 
Emperor William is the 


most versatile of all rulers, not 
barring our own accomplished 
and active Teddy. In the matter 
of strenuosity there is little dif- 
ference between tnem. Their en- 
ergies find expression along sirru- 
lar lines.

Flemish, of which there are four in 
this collection. They arc all exactly 
like the one In the South Kensington 
Museum In London, and like two Jn 
the room of Diane de Poitiers In the 
Chateau of Chaumont, in the Tour- 
aine. 


In the drawing room, which is like- 


wise panelled in oak, there Is a Louis 
XV seat, the frame beautifully carv- 
pd and glided and covered <vith Beau- 
vais tapestry. 
Thore are four 1'lce H 


in this room. The original set consist- 
ed of six, but the other two were 
bought toy the king of England, Ed- 
ward VII, then Prince of Wales, and 
were put in the State drawing room In 
Marlborough House. 
On these seats 


the tapestry represents (he fables of 
La Fontaine. 


This collection possesses a pair of 


consoles which are very excellent ex- 
amples of the Louis XV period. Time 
has moderated the color of the wood- 
work and the tint of the gold with 
which it Is overlaid. The combination 
of the lights ar.d fhadows, caused by 
the relief of the work and the conse- 
quent darkening: of the parts more de- 
pressed, 
together 
with the bright- 


ness of 
the 
prominent ornaments, 


produces an effect which la exceeding- 
ly 
elegant 
and rich. 
Ono cannot 


wonder that connoisseurs 
are pre- 


pared to pay such large sums for gen- 
uine specimens of this sort, or that 
clever Imitations are extremely costly 
to produce. 


An octagonal table with eight turn- 


ed legs Is «f the Louis xm period. The 
top Is covered with brass. This tablo 
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was used at that time to hold the 
brazier of live charcoals which serv- 
ed to heat the rooms where there was 
no open fire. 


The center of the library is filled by 


three Immense tables. 
One, massive 


In its simplicity, Is of rugged elm; It 
Is of sixteenth century workmanship, 
as is also the octagonal table. A Louis 
XIV table is an ornate 
piece, with 


twisted legs and an elaborately carved 
stretcher. 


It was In the sixteenth century that 


tables became more general as com- 
plete articles of furniture 
made of 


wood, and carved and inlaid. In the 
fifteenth century with few exceptions, 
the table for meals had consisted of 
an arrangement of boards and tres- 
tles, and we have a reminiscence of 
the rr.oveable kind of table in the still 
common expression, "a seat at the 
board."

"I'm very glad to meet you." 


It was Franklyn Underwood 


who uttered the conventionalism. 
I responded with an equally po- 


lite soctetv phrase These prelim- 


inaries o\ er, v e settled down for 


a comfortable little chat about 


theatrical matters in general, and 
Mr. Underwood's experiences in 
particular. 
He's knocked about 


a bit, has the "leading man" at 
Ye Liberty, and he's not at all 
backward about 
telling things 


whereof he knows. 


Be 't known that Franklyn 


Underwood is the John Drew of 
the West. He looks the gentle- 
man; he also acts the part, and 
if family connections and good 
breeding count for anything, he 
can justly lay claim to being one. 
He is a native of Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, he told me, but was reared 
in Colorado. 


"I call Colorado "home,"' he 


declared with a flush of pride. 
"That's where I've always lived." 


"My grandfather, my mother's 


father, 
William 
Chipley, 
and 


Robert Lee were first cousins," 
he explaned. "They entered the 
same class at West Point, and 
they graduated at the same time; 
when General Lee enlisted in the 
Southern army, my grandfather 
became a Union soldier." 


"That's interesting," I ven- 


tured. 


"And my own father, too," con- 


tinued he, enthusiastically, with a 
backward toss of the head, "was a 
Union soldier. He was killed—

The first tocsin of alarm that was 


sounded called attention to the re- 
poMto'e gradual decadence from its 
original democratic regime. . 


At the beginning of Its career Its 


comtttutlon nrovfeed for a government 
composed of two branches. The first 
called the Arrlngo, constated of a gen- 
eral aswnfldjr of beads of families, for 
thte was to be a republican govern' 
xneni In the strictest sense of the word. 


Th* second braiieh of authority and 


legislation was a grand council of 
sixty, consisting of 
twenty 
nobles, 


twenty land owner* and twenty citi- 
zens from th* ranks. 


Ac time went on, however, the Idea 


of centralization gained ground. Grad- 
ually the republic became an ollgarcy. 
At last, the council of sixty so far 
superseded the other branch of govern- 
ment that the Arrlngo passed Quietly 
away. 


This council of sixty concluded that 


the entire duties and responsibilities 
of government rested upon Its should- 
ers. It conceded, too; that the gen- 
eral body of 
electors need not be 


bothered about making up its member- 
ship. 


In course of years It came to be 


considered that members of the coun- 
cil were elected for life; when vacan- 
cies occurred through death.the coun- 
cil itself elected new members. 


CENTER OF AUTHORITY. 


Practically the council became an 


absolute power. It had the disposition 
of life and the sentence of death -with- 
in its hands, as well as an absolute 
control of the laws and decrees. 


There has been a small council of 


twelve members—forming a kind of 
senate—which was supposed to act a* 
a check upon the doings of the larger 
body, but, so far as known, the brakes 
were never pot down. 


m MOMton. and further to •bmdot* 


there have been two executive offl-1 
cers, called captain? regent, who might 
be likened, In a way, to the president*, 
of other republics. 


These two captains, or president*, 


serve simultaneously for terms of ftlx 
months. One Is elected from the ranks 
of the people and the other from the 
nobility. 


Elections to ffll these places take 


place the flrst of April and the first of 
October, and no regent can be re- 
elected within two years. 


After more than two centuries of 


this form of government, the people of 
San Marino have become aroused and 
have concluded that, after all, they 
do not enjoy those real benefits of 
self rule that should characterize a 
republic—certainly not those belonging 
to the oldest republic on earth, even 
if It 1* the smallest. 


Popular agitation became so pro- 


nounced that It would not down. Now 
the Arrlngo, or assembly, composed of 
heads of families, has been revived 


This has restored civic rights to 1700 


heads of families. 
It is hoped that 


this move will check the tide of emi- 
gration and Induce the young men of 
San Marino to remain at home. 


The republic has only about thirty- 


eight square miles to its credit, and 
within this space Is compressed a pop- 
ulation of about 11.000 people. Some 
165* people reside In the capital city.

for the projected city, and he pro- 
ceeded to build there. The little town 
that he had established upon the 
mountain top became known far and 
wide as a place of refuge, especially 
during the times when Christians were 
persecuted. 


Bo firm a hold did these teachings 


take upon a number of people that 
they gathered on top of the mountain 
that is now the site of the town of 
San Marino, and erected a monastery. 


Recruits came along and settled upon 


the mountain slopes adjoining. When, 
two or three centurle* later, the Inhab- 
itants ot this mountain town found 
themselves In danger of assault from 
outside sources, they transformed the 
monastery Into a fortress and made 
an effective defense. 
/ 


INDEPENDENCE ESTABLISHED. 
That was the beginning of the ac- 


knowledged Independence of San Ma- 
rino. For centuries -It has been per- 


This Is built upon the peak of Mount 


Tltano and IB surrounded by a wall. 
WHhIn the city Inclosure proper are 
flve churches andt the parliament 
house, exclusive of the dwellings of the 
citizens. 


In this republic, election of the re- 


gents, or presidents, Is conducted with 
much ceremony, possibly because It Is 
the only remaining semblance of a 
democratic form of government 


The election takes place in the pres- 


ence of the church officials, and the 
populace. The regents so selected have 
certain privileges that are not given 
to ordinary members of the republic. 


They have, for Instance, a monop- 


oly of the salt u.sed in the republic. 
They are entitled to array themselves 
in the colors of tie grand cordon of 
the Equestrian Order of San Marino— 
a state dress of black, with large vel- 
vet collar, lined -with blue silk and fas- 
tened with gold cords. 


Buch costumes of state are heredi- 


tary; they belong to the 
republic. 


When a new regent assumed office he 
takes up the inherited regalia. If the 
state costume doesn't flt. It Is the fault 
of the system, rather than of the 
physique of the new executive. 


At each six months' period—the be- 


ginning of April and the beginning of 
October—new Inaugural ceremonies are 
bad, because at each period a new ex-

Their entire country consists of a

This oldest and smallest republic 


employs two physicians and seven po- 
licemen, aside from its mllltla force 
of sixty rifles.

The Japanese women, exercise with 


a fan. It makes a nice body balance, 
and teaches you to be graceful at the 
same time. 


The Japanese fan exercise Is a good

At flrst 
t may seem juat the least trifle silly 
:o the woman who tries It, but after 
a few minutes she wl!l begin to recog- 
nise its usefulness from a standpoint 
ot exercise.

They will take a fan in each hand, and 
then, by a series of pretty gyrations, 
they will hit and lower the fans to- 
gether, raising them as high as tho 
head and higher, and lowering them to 
the floor.

Earthquake Indicator 


In It* simplest form an earthquake 


ndteator might be a tray with notched 
edges 90 filled with mercury that a 
•baking of the earth would cause an 
overflow in the direction of the move- 
ment In the instrument used by sci- 
ence th« pendulum Is employed, verti- 
cal by some Italians, horizontal by the 
Japanese. English and rnoit European 
and American observers. A movement 
of the earth affects everything .but the 
pendulum, which la go freely hung as 
to remain stationary, and a recording 
device makes the result visible. Of 
old, with the vertical pendulum, a 
sharp point drew the profile of tie 
movement* on a blackened surface. 
Photographic paper in moving strips 
•erve* the modern instrument, 


The horizontal pendulum turns on a 


vertical axis and carries at it* extrem- 
ty a heavy weight which earth shock 
doe* not reach. In the Milne seismo- 
graph, on the Isle of Wight, a platinum 
sheet attached to this weight has a

In

second sheet underneath. In 


time* of quiet reflected light passing 
through both slits makes one point and 
print* a straight line on the moving 
bromide paper. When the earth shake* 
tile lower silt moves, and the line be-

crooked,

strength of the shock. A clockwork 
arrangement with shutters and a light 
times the disturbance. 


The Instruments are so delicate as 


sometimes to indicate shocks no men 
have felt. The record* which they 
made of the recent earthquake* cannot

CLOTHES MADE 


WITHOUT BUTTONS 


It is interesting to speculate how the 


world managed for many centurlse 
without buttons. In the early days 
they were undreamt of. The volumi- 
nous garments of the Oriental races 
are still attached to their persons by 
means of clasps, as were those of the 
Greeks and Romans. 


Neither these nor our own 
fore- 


fathers appeared to suffer for the want 
ot buttons, although as soon as they 
were Invented they saw the useful- 
ness of them. 


The Normans were responsible for 


the invention. It I* doubtful 
what 


•applied them with the idea. There 1* 
nothing to nature tbat could have 


tt, •setpt imlma tto flvwwr 


It Is more probable that they con- 


ceived the idea from the rough knobs 
on their early furniture, on which most 
likely they hung their garments, as 
we do. 
The etymology of the word 


points to ihe derivation of the Idea. 
Bout, an end or extremity, and bouter, 
to push, show that the button wa» 
originally a push-piece, like the but- 
tons of our electric bells. 
• 


Once introduced, buttons came rap- 


idly into general use. And, as is al- 
ways tie way^wlth useful ornaments, 
a craze for the articles soon devel- 
oped. 
The tight-fitting garments of 


the time of Edward I. possessed a 
cuperfluttj of buttons on the sleeves, 
as may be *eeu from illuminated ma»-
